DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 23 May 2005 Have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive.. 

As per claim 1, Applicant argues that Mcintosh et al. does not disclose determining of a 
prior power outage to the appUance after power is restored. The Examiner respectfiiUy 
disagrees. Mcintosh et al. teaches determining a power outage stop point (and thus the necessary 
data for determining a duration), once power is restored. There is inherently some control lag 
between when the power is restarted and when the control actually determines that the power is 
restarted. Accordingly, any determination of a duration of a power outage, and the reporting 
thereof, necessarily does not occur until after power has been restored. Certainly, at the point 
that the duration is determined and reported to be over, the outage itself is a "prior occurrence." 

As per claim 9, Applicant argues that Mcintosh et al. fails to teach periodically storing a 
time prior to a power outage and determining a duration of the power outage. Regarding the 
duration of the power outage, this issue was akeady discussed with regard to claim 1 in the 
previous Office Action. Mcintosh et al. clearly reports the start and end times of the power 
outage. Calculating the duration is a simple and obvious step based on such data. Regarding 
periodically storing a time prior to the outage, the Examiner notes that such stored time is never 
specifically fimctionally applied within the claim. There is nothing tying the storing step to the 
determining step. Further, there is nothing inherently novel about a microprocessor periodically 
storing times. Accordingly, claim 9 stands rejected over Mcintosh et al. 
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As per claim 13, Applicant again argues that Mcintosh et al. does not disclose the system 
determining a duration of the outage. Again, this issue was already discussed with regard to 
claim 1 in the previous Office Action. Mcintosh et al. clearly reports the start and end times of 
the power outage. Calculating the duration is a simple and obvious step based on such data. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co,, 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are apphed for estabhshing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 

Claims 1-3, 5, 6, 8-16, and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Mcintosh et al. 

In light of the response to argument set forth above, the rejections set forth in the 
previous Office Action are carried forward and maintained.
